If inch a mode 
of protnung againtt imperfect cuntlitu- 
tiom U the right mode, the colony hu 
ttimiuilled a grievoui mittake in acceplitiR 
a legialalurr of which twelve member) out 
or thirty -u* are appointed by the Crown, 
and whoae power* are Cramped by arbi- 
trary mlrictioni. The finrt act of our new 
IrgtiuUire body ougbt to ha*e been iw 
but— an act of fih dt tt. But in having 
contented to lite, even ujion termi » irk- 
•onie lo iu feeling*, our Supreme Council 
hat mH in example to (he minor onei 
which ought to deler tliem from putting 
the knife to their own thru*!'. If it i> uut 
benralh the gmtcr, turely it it not beneath 
ihe [fit, la make the beil of a defective 
contlitulion, 

IVe muit i»y, however, that ih* eiam- 
pie uf our " upper house" ii not without 
mm' discreditable incouiulenciei. Ill 
whulcule condeuination of the leuer 
bodiet, and iu peremptory refusal to take 
any atrpa for their improvement, were not 
in keeping with ill own resdinen in act 
u nder the blernithed contliunion conferred 
upon it by Parlimrieiit. If the Diitrict 
Cuuncili were not til to live, neither w« 
Ihe Leg illative. Or if the erruri and lm- 
prrfertioni in the constitution uf the one 
were lutceptthlc of a curr, so were thute 
in Ihe cunalilution of the other. Ihe 
Imperial Legislature would not have been 
Itus willing in the one case than in the 
other, tu tliten to the vuice of regain, and 
to grant rach redrew ai might 1>e found 
tequiiile. 

The Diairicl Councils, it mud be cun- 
feaied, ire now lame and impotent. Dutict 
are preacribed to them which they have 
«•* the ineam of performing. They are 
nominally invested with power* which 
(hey are unable to carry out. They are 
expected to undertake wurkt fur the public 
convenience : but where are the fundi to 
ctime from I They are at liberty to con- 
tract deliti: but how are there lo lie 
diivharged 1 And who i> to blame Tor 
thii unbuaineii-lilce atate of things f 
Nut Parliament , for Ihe act expreuty 
empowers the local legialature " tu 
make JhrtKrr or o/Aer proviiions re- 
•pecting Ihe constitution uf the aid 
Count ill. and to til mil ur fantiY the 
powers of inch Council* in any way 
which may be fonnd exjiedienl." Nut 
the colonial Gorernruenl ; for the Execu- 
tive bate done all they could to introduce 
the inodtticilioua and amendments nn ob- 
viouity cilled fur. Truth compeli ut to 
cast all the blame upon our own chotcn 
representative* in the local legittalure, 
With them lay the remedy ; and they 
would not apply it. They would make 
neither " other" nor * further" proviiioni ; 
they would neither " exleinl" the powers 
complained of as too riarruw, nor " limit" 
trmae ubjeeJed (o tu loo wide. In ihort, 
they would dn just nothing, except de- 
nounce District Councils altogether. They 
are responsible, therefure, for all the evils 
with ft hich 1 hot* Connci it ire clogged, and 
fur the Ion of all the benefiti which 
they might have been made Ihe imtru- 
uienii of achieving. It is vain to urge 
thai the ameliorating powers delegated hy 
Parliament to the Leg illative Council are 
ilnuScienl. This ii no excue for their 
nut having done whit they could under 
those powers; nor for their not hiving 
•ought, by every constitutional means, to 
get the District Council) plicee) upou a 
sound and satisfactory footing. 

Pur our own part, instead of advising 
the Dm rid Corporal ions ta eomtnit self- 
murder, we wuuld humbly eahori them to 
do their duty tu the best »f their power , 
and to petition both (he local and the 
imperial legiiUlurta. tu introduce into 
their conslllulisni such judicium reforms, 
ai wuuld make them really useful to the 
county.

than that they iterated former opipiuill, iliUl- 
trtling them by t few refciencea to the lopict 
of the day, Mr. Ciibdtn, fur emamplc, 
showed ho* Mr. Clsr had fiiicd in lecuriog 
his electii.n to tile Presidency of the United 
' Stilts through hii nitacluncnt :o the protmtite 
syalem : and pmtiled to the inennautenoy of 
the great mercantile intcreati in l^hdnn m 
fiM«9 »ir Henry Potting rr. who had obtained 
for the Chinese that fm dom of irsdr which 
the tame interests were opposed loin Kngland. 
i The important apucch of the eiening was that 
of Mr. Uenrge Wilson, the chsirmun, win* con- 
fined himself to the statistical— the practical 
1 patt of the question.— It bad been aald tint, 
| because the operation* of the league were con- 
ducted in apparent tilence, the body bed no 
, longer • political existence. The fbUowing de- 
tails established the reverse of the allegation. 
I II the l/mdon public had of late heard so Itltle 
of the League directly, it wtt ■ imply for thia 
good reason— that the League had been else.

These chaugea 
amoumed. in all the borougba which he had 
scan examined into, in none In lew than ten 
per cent.-in some to fifteen per cent, tact an- 
num ; so tlmt if these chimgee merely sttecli d 
thr old voters on the registry, there would he 
an entirely new constituency on the rcgiateis 
in England every ten or ntWen ycart «t the 
fatthrit (heir, bear). While such change! it 
these were constantly taking place in the con-
